Accede To 
Showdown 
In Russia 


P R A G U E (A P ) - OechosTo- 
vakia’s liberal Communist lead­ 
ers were reported Saturday to- 
have acceded to a Russian call 
for a showdown meeting in the 
Soviet Union this week on the 
liberalization 
program 
the 
Prague reformers refuse to 
halt. 
Usually reliable sources said 
the Czechoslovak leadership un­ 
der Alexander Dubcek, the first 
party secretaiy, accepted the 
Soviet invitation. There was no 
official confirmation. 
The Soviet 11-member Polit­ 
buro. or ruling council, called 
Friday on the Czechoslovak par­ 
ty’s 11-man presidium to meet 
in Moscow, 
Kiev or Lvov. 
Prague sources said the meet­ 
ing will probably take place in 
Kiev, about 350 miles from the 
nearest Czechoslovak 
border 
point, on Monday or Tuesday. 
In principle, this would be aft­ 
er the withdrawal, promised for 
Sunday, of the last of the Soviet 
troops who lingered here since 
Warsaw Pact maneuvers ended 
June 30. One tank unit was still 
reported within 30 miles of 
Prague on Saturday, however. 
The acceptance represents a 
concession on the part of the 
Czechoslovaks who have repeat­ 
edly said any bilateral talks 
with other parties would have to 
take place in Czechoslovakia. It 
also has aspects of a risk be­ 
cause a few of the presidium 
members are thought to want to 
brake the liberalization drive. 
There was speculation that 
the French Communist party 
chief, Waldeck Rochet, who 
talked with Dubcek here before 
returning to Paris Satufday, 
may have been instrumental in 
arranging the meeting. Waldeck 
Rochet visited Moscow earlier 
this week. 
It was not known whether 
Dubcek won any conessions 
from the Soviets in return for 
accepting a Soviet site for the 
meeting. An obvious one would 
be a firm promise on the com­ 
plete 
withdrawal 
of 
Soviet 
troops. 
The Soviet Union has been us­ 
ing the slow pull out of the origi­ 
nal force of 18,500 Red army 
men as political pressure. 
Official 
Czechoslovak 
an­ 
nouncements reported Soviet 
units still in Bohemia and Mora­ 
via, more than 200 miles from 
the border checkpoint where 
they are to leave Czechoslovak 
territory. 
Newspapers published a pic­ 
ture of Soviet tanks at Pode- 
brady. about 30 miles from 
Prague. 
In another development new 
details were disclosed about the 
discovery of a small-arms cache 
near the West German border.

Humphrey, McCarthy 
Will Debate On TV 


Hearings 
Impress 
Fortas 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Su­ 
preme Court Justice Abe Fortas 
says the hearings on his nomi­ 
nation to be chief justice “ have 
impressed upon me anew the 
acute interest and concern that 
exist with respect to the work of 
this court” 
In a letter to Chairman James 
0. Eastland. D-Miss.. of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 
Fortas suggested possible steps 
to improve public information 
about the understanding of the 
court’s decisions. 
The letter, made public by 
Eastland Saturday, was in re­ 
sponse to a request that h ortas 
elaborate on his testimony that, 
if confirmed as chief justice, he 
would explore with other jus­ 
tices how to keep the public bet­ 
ter informed about the court’s 
work 
"There are mary difficulties 
in the way of working out spe­ 
cific 
improvements," 
Fortas 
wrote, "but as public interest in 
the court’s decisions has in­ 
creased. the need for finding 
some solutions to these prob­ 
lems seems to me to have in­ 
creased.” 
Although Fortas did not refer 
to it. some senators have noted 
that a recent poll showed public 
confidence in the court to be at 
a low ebb 
Fortas’ first suggestion was 
that efforts be made to find 
some way to help newsmen cov­ 
ering the court so that “ the sto­ 
ries that appear in the press 
would be more informative— 
particularly in the sense that 
they could more adequately con­ 
vey to the public the substance 
and tenor of the court’s opi­ 
nions” 
He noted the court a few 
years ago began releasing its 
decisions on any day in a week, 
instead of putting them all out 
on Mondays, and he said this 
helped to some extent in reliev­ 
ing “ the tremendous burden’’ on 
the press.

with McCarthy the week before 
the Democratic National Con­ 
vention 
The aide, in Washington, said 
details would have to be worked 
out with McCarthy 


Rift With 
Egypt Seen 
In Iraq 


BAGHDAD (AP) - The men 
who took over Iraq in a blood­ 
less military coup last week 
have cracked down on followers 
here of President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser 
of Egypt, 
excluding 
them from the government and 
throwing many of them in jail. 
This is an early sign that the 
overthrow of President Abdul 
Rahman Aref Wednesday may 
put a heavy strain on relations 
between countries of the Arab 
world and perhaps herald fur­ 
ther political upheavals. 
In his first policy statement 
sinc*e what is being called here 
the “ white revolution. ” premier 
Abdul Razzak el Naef made no 
mention of socialism, required 
dogma for Arab revolutionaries 
of Nasser’s ilk. 
Iraq’s new head of state is 
former Gen Ahmad Hassan el 
Bakr. a right-wing Baath Social­ 
ist. but Naef. who mastermind­ 
ed the coup, seems likely to 
emerge as the country’s real ru­ 
ler. 
The inclusion of several other 
right-wing Baathists in his 26- 
man Cabinet almost certainly 
will cause concern in neighbor­ 
ing Svria. 
A rival, more extremist fac­ 
tion of the Baath party rules in 
Damascus and the two groups 
are bitter enemies. 
Both Syria and Egypt have 
displayed a pointed reserve to­ 
ward the new Iraqi regime 
Spearheading the coup were a 
group of relatively junior offi­ 
cers, led by Naef. calling them­ 
selves the Arab Revolutionary 
Movement. Political moderates, 
they claim to have been disillu­ 
sioned by the “ corruption" that 
riddled Aref’s administration 
They have given notice they 
will pursue independent policies 
and likened the deposed Aref, a 
slavish follower of Nasser, to a 
"dog’s tail. ” 
The young officers demand 
also that responsibility for the 
Arab defeat by Israel in last 
year’s six-day war be clearly 
determined 
Without saying so in as many 
words, they make clear they be­ 
lieve Nasser was among those 
to blame. 
Irag is unlikely to change its 
tough line on Israel and in view 
of continued Israeli occupation 
of Arab territory such a move 
would likely be fatal to any re­ 
gime.

36 — A Ball

The key to playing a ball in 
water is this: don’t attempt to 
hit any ball that is completely 
submerged. Take the penalty 
and get out. But if even one 
dot is sticking out, then you 
can hit it. 
When the ball is partially 
out of the water, your club 
face should be closed and you 
s h o u ld 
f o l l o w through. 
Though water is denser than 
sand, these two trouble shots 
are played similarly. 
Going into water is a pers­ 
onal thing. 
I don’t advocate 
any special means. I usually 
take off my shoes, roll up my 
pants and wade in. 
But I 
don’t like to go barefoot in 
shale or coral bottom water 
like they have in California. 
Most courses on the tour 
have mud or sand bottoms. 
Sometimes I have gone into 
water wearing shoes. 
I felt 
I could get better footing than 
going in barefoot. 
I don’t 
worry about a $30 pair of 
shoes when $20,000 is at stake. 
Luckily, I haven’t had much 
trouble with water as a pro. 
I do recall a shot from the 
water when I played in the 
Texas state junior tournament 
several years ago. I hit into 
the creek. The ball was sit­ 
ting on a rock, about one- 


fourth submerged. 
I used a 
full 6-iron and hit onto the 
green. 
To sum up, if the ball is 
completely submerged, take 
the penalty. I wouldn’t rec­ 
ommend using a snorkel for 
that shot.

SAIGON (AP) - The spot­ 
light shifted back to the air war 
in Vietnam Thursday as ground 
fighting relapsed into another 
lull. 
With the threatened big Viet 
Cong offensive against Saigon 
evidently 
delayed 
and 
with 
President Nguyen Van Thieu in 
Honolulu for a summit meeting 
with President Johrson, a watch 
and wait mood prevailed in 
South Vietnam. 
Over the southern panhandle 
of North Vietnam, American pi­ 
lots flew 112 misions below the 
19th parallel Thursday in the 
continuing effort to reduce the 
flow of supplies to enemy troops 
in the South. 
The fliers reported destroying 
or damaging 29 trucks, 11 sup­ 
ply boats and seven bridges and 
touching off 171 sustained fires 
and 31 secondary explosions. 
Air Force pilots said 57 of the 
fires were at a large military 
storage area about 30 miles 
above the demilitarized zone. 
Marine pilots attacked the 
Dong Hoi airfield, believed to be 
used now as a supply base rath­ 
er than an airstrip, while Navy 
pilots concentrated on highways 
and water traffic. 
Eight-engine 
B52 
bombers 
joined in the raids above the de­ 
militarized zone and also struck 
eight times Thursday and today 
in South Vietnam against sus­ 
pected enemy bases in the cen­ 
tral highlanife and on the cen­ 
tral coast, in the Mekong Delta 
about 100 miles southwest of 
Saigon and in Tay Niny Prov­ 
ince about 50 miles northwest of 
the capital. 
The B52 raids are part of the 
campaign to break up enemy 
forces massing to attack Saigon. 
National police reported un­ 
covering what appeared to be a 
Viet Cong local headquarters in 
a residential district of the capi­ 
tal early today. Police seized 
two automatic rifles, nine Viet 
Cong flags, a typewriter, a tape 
recorder, documents and two 
suspects. 
Viet Cong gunners fired a doz­ 
en rocket and mortar rounds 
into the Nha Be petroleum depot

seven miUs southeast of Saigon 
late Thursday, but U.S. spokes­ 
men reported no casualties and 
only light damage. 
U.S. Marines and South Viet­ 
namese infantrymen probing 
high ridges just south of the 
central portion of the demilitar­ 
ized zone still have not made 
any significant contact with 
North Vietnamese troops. Asso­

Allied troops continued their 
patrols around Saigon to inter­ 
cept any attempt to launch the 
long-expected third major at­ 
tack of the year on the capital.

Their finds included two mor­ 
tars, three bazooka-type rocket 
launchers, more than 100 rock­ 
ets, 16.000 rounds of ammunition 
for small arms and automatic 
weapoiB, more than 200 gre­ 
nades and some 200 pounds of 
TNT.

Saigon, troops of the U.S. 11th 
Light Infantry Brigade found 
another enemy cache which 
contained four 120mm mortars, 
75 bicycles with weapons car­ 
riers and 20,000 rounds of small 
arms ammunition.

Deteriorating social and economic conditions 
in the South, a labor shortage in the North 
caused by a fall-off in European immigration 
after the start of World W ar I, an industrial 
boom as America turned itself into the arsenal 
of democracy—all these conspired to set off a 
great exodus of Negroes from the land in the 
second decade of the 20th century. 
The North reacted with a policy of contain­ 


ment against the teris of thousands of Negroes 
streaming up from the South. 
New York’s 
Harlem, once a desirable residential neighbor­ 
hood, symbolized the ghetto-ization process 
taking place in the major cities. 
In 1913, President Woodrow Wilson had 
segregated government eating and restroom 
facilities. Twenty bills proposing discrimina­ 
tion against Negroes had been introduced in 
Congress. 
In 1916, the Ku Klux Klan was 
revived and boasted five million members. 
Yet when World War I came, Negro patriot­ 
ism was never in doubt. “ Close ranks,” urged 
W .E.B. DuBois. A few weeks later, in the 
worst riot of the century, at least 40 Negroes 
were killed in East St. Louis, 111., and thou­ 
sands driven from their homes. In 1917, there 
were 39 lynchings; in 1918, 58. 
Some 367,000 Negroes entered the armed 
forces, about half of them serving in France. 
Bowing to Negro pressure, the Army trained 
1,400 officers, but Negroes were barred entirely 


from the Marine Corps and air service and 
given only menial jobs in the Navy. 
Of numerous outstanding black units, one 
was the 369th Infantry, which saw 191 days 
of continuous action in the trenches. 
The 
Germans called them the “ Hell Fighters” and 
the French decorated the entire regiment with 
the Croix de Guerre and Legion of Honor. 
They had helped make the world safe for 
democracy, for a time, but if they thought 
anything had changed in America, returning 
Negro troops were quickly disillusioned More 
than 70 Negroes, including 10 war veterans, 
were lynched in the first postwar year. More 
than 20 riots broke out around the country in 
the “ Red Summer” of 1919. 
But something was different. 
In Detroit, 
Washington, Chicago, Tulsa, Longview, Tex., 
Negroes were fighting back and whites were 
dying for a change. 
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PARIS (AP) — France feais 
no long hot summer of rioting, 
but the fall and winter may 1^ 
stormy. 
The universities, headquar­ 
ters of the springtime rioting, 
have been closed. Many build­ 
ings are under police guard. 
Student admirers of Che Gue­ 
vara and Mao Tse-tung need the 
building as sanctuaries from 
which to organize. Traditional­ 
ly, French police stay out of the 
universities. 
Traditionally, too, it is stu­ 
dents who raised the barri­ 
cades. But like most well-to-do 
people in France they are now 
thirü(ing more about vacations 
than about their usual concerns. 
Only about 8 per cent of French 
students come from working 
class families. 
Most students seem to prefer 
the cool waters of the Atlantic 
or even the hot beaches of the 
Mediterranean to the sticky 
sidewalks of Paris. The revolu­ 
tion-minded students are in a 
minority anyhow. There are 
160,000 young people registered 
in all the branches of the Uni­ 
versity of Paris. The vast ma­ 
jority stayed quietly at home 
during the riots. 
The holiday mood normally 
lasts until mid-September, when 
elementary and high school 
classes start. The university 
term starts in October, but wor­ 
ried authorities already are 
talking about all the time it will 
take to repair the damage 
caused by student occupation. 
They could keep the Sorbonne 
clcs^ until November. 
Whenever it opens, students 
may try to occupy it again. 
Meanwhile, Jacques Sauva- 
geot, president of the extremist 
National Union of French Stu­ 
dents, is trying hard to organize 


summer schools devoted to re­ 
volutionary studies. The author­ 
ities are refusing to let him use 
school buildings. 
“ If we can’t have them in the 
universities,” he told a news 
conference, “ we’ll have them 
somewhere else. We’ll ask the 
trade unions to let us use the la­ 
bor exchanges.” 
' The labor exchanges are gov­ 
ernment property, but used 
mostly by the unions for meet­ 
ings. 
Sauvageot’s 
idea 
foresha­ 
dowed another bid to get sup­ 
port for revolutionary action 
from 
the 
unions—especially 
from the Communist-led Gener­ 
al Confederation of Workers, the 
biggest of them. During the 
May riots the students failed to 
get this backing. Many were bit­ 
ter at the Communists and ac­ 
cused them of betraying revolu­ 
tionary principles. 
There was some cooperation 
between students and young 
workers dissatisfied with union 
leadership. But for the most 
part the Communists succeeded 
in holding down violence. 
For example, students tried to 
get special trains to take them 
from Paris to suburban Flins, 
when there were clashes be­ 
tween police and workers in the 
Renault Auto Works there. Rail­ 
way workers, on orders from 
union headquarters, refused to 
help. 
This was a big and bitter pill 
for some Communists to swal­ 
low. Some didn’t, and quit the 
party. 


Waldeck Rochet, the party 
leader, explained apologetically 
to the Central Committee that 
the workers would have been 
“ massacred” if there had been 
a general uprising. President

That conviction has swelled

It has involved denomination- 
wide progranrB and large sums, 
as well as intcrfaith projects by 
P rotestants. 
Orthodox.

“ understanding and trust” into 
“ underwriting and cash” for the 
ghetto, says the Rev. Albert B. 
Geage.

Negro 
minister of the United Church 
of Christ in Detroit. 
Generally, 
the 
emergency 
programs insist that subsidized 
projects be run by Negroes and 
the poor themselves. 
This means correcting “ a long­ 
standing error in the church’s 
relationship with black people.” 
says the Rev. Charles E. Cobb, 
head of the Committee for 
Racial Justice of the United 
Church of Christ. 
Instead of “ doing for people.” 
he adds, it involves supporting 
endeavors 
which 
they 
themselves

direct. 
“ Nothing less than a massive 
attack on the root causes of 
injustice to the Negro is called

By 
that I mean most teleplays are 
all plot and there is not enough 
face-to-face dialogue between 
the characters. “ Peyton Place” 
is thought of as being an intri­ 
cately plotted show, and in 
'many ways it is, but the charac­ 
ters talk to each other more 
than is possible on the action- 
adventure programs, 
t With a continuing drama too, 
Jthere is greater opportunity for 
actors and actresses to help de- 
j/elop the character of the part 
they are playing. It is not like a 
play where you interpret just 
ivhat the author has written, 
you find that you are putting 
something of yourself into the 
role. There is a lot more of me 
\n the Marsha Russell part than 
I ever thought there would be. 
One of the reasons for this is 
that the actors confer with the 
writers of the show on the parts 
they are playing. As a conse­ 
quence, I am playing Marsha 
more strongly than the writers 
originally intended. 
If I disagree with the writers 
on some point, we discuss it. I 
don’t always win my point, but 
if I don’t, at least I know why a 
scene is \vritten the way it is for 
me to play. 
The hours I work have been 
heaven for me, but I don’t know 
whether they would suit all ac­ 
tresses. I work three days a 
week, and sometimes only two 
because there is a large cast. 
This gives me time to be with 
my family and to take care of 
other things I want to do. 
I have turned down two offers 
to do pictures during the sum­ 
mer hiatus the company will 
take because I don’t want to 
work any harder. 
The repertory theater charac­ 
ter of the show is invaluable for 
the young actors and “ Peyton 
Place” has helped develop a lot 
of good young talent such as 
Mia Farrow and Leigh Taylor- 
Young. 
There is time for the fine di­ 
rectors on the show to correct 
mistakes and to give them some 
help, which is not always true 
on daytime television serials. 
Actors also have an instant 
showcase for their talents in the 
living rooms of many of the top 
producers and directors in Hol­ 
lywood who watch the show, 
looking for new faces and abili­ 
ty.

—Fo ita s: White Ho use Co nferee- 
On No vemb er 19, 1967, Drew Pearson and 
Jack And eison rep orted that Justice Abe 
Fortas had p articip ated in v arious con­ 
ferences in the White House regard ing 
Vietnam and other p roblems. Pearson 
and And erson referred to this in sev eral 
subsequent columns. 
On July 16, 1968, this was the highlight 
of Justice Fortas’s testimony before the 
Senate Jud iciary Committee d uring the 
consid eration of his ap p ointment as Chief 
Justice.

WASHINGTON — JusUce Abe F o rk's ad mission 
that he gav e ad v ice to Presiiient Johreon on high 
p olicies of state has strengthened Senate op p osition 
‘to his confinnation. In fact, his testimony that he 
had summarized the ad v ice of others on Vietnam for 
the Presid ent may hav e lost him sup p ort among 
some liberal senators. 
It had long been known in Washington society that 
the Fortases cancelled out on d inner p arties because 
they were sud d enly called to intimate family d inners 
at the White House. 
It was also known that Presid ent Johnson had 
asked Fortas’s ad v ice on a great many subjects 
ranging from whom he would ap p oint to the 
regulatory agencies, to the war in Vietnam. The 
Presid ent himself has been quite frank about this, 
ev en when Fortas himself was d enying it. 
On more than one occasion after he was ap p ointed 
to the Sup reme Court, Fortas remarked bellicosely 
that it was libel p er se to p rint rep orts that he had 
been conferring with Presid ent Johnson, Obv iously 
this was a sensitiv e matter — though he has now 
confessed it to the Senate Jud iciary Committee. 
But the Presid ent himself was not so sensitiv e, and 
frankly informed many p eop le that Justice Fortas 
was one of the trusted friend s on whom he leaned for 
ad v ice. 
-No. 1 Hawk- 
Now it d ev elop s from Fortas’s own testimony that 
be must hav e been the lead ing hawk among the war 
ad v isers. This had been susp ected but nev er 
d ocumented . 
The Presid ent numbered aip ong his ad v isers 
Secretary of State Rusk, who assumed the role of 
imp artiality; 
former 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
McNamara, a d efinite d ov e; Ambassad or Av erell 
Harriman, a d ov e; Walt Rostow, a hawk; Und er 
Secretary of State George Ball, a d ov e; Ambassad or 
Arthur Gold berg, a d ov e; the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
hawks; and Clark Clifford , who since he has become 
Secretary of Defense has been riv aled as something 
of a d ov e. 


If Justice Fortas summarized this conflicting 
ad v ice for the Presid ent, then Ity his own testimony 
it would ap p ear that he kep t the Presid ent on a war 
course which turned out to be one of the most 
d isastrous in the history of the United States; a 
course which has und ermined the other truly great 
d cnnestic accomp lishments of the Presid ent. 


—Other Fo rt» Adv ice- 
Testifying on other matters, Fortas glossed ov er 
his p ersistent recommend ation that U.S. Attorney 
Dav id Breas be mad e a U.S. District Jud ge. Bress has 
been an excellent U.S. attorney and d eserv es 
reward . Howev er, the basic p oint is whether a 
member of the Sup reme Court should recommend 
jud geship s. Und er the corstitutional sep aration of 
the executiv e from the Jud iciary, he should not. Yet 
Fortas recommend ed Bress as U.S. attorney in the 
first p lace, and then asked that he be p romoted to be 
a jud ge in the second p lace. 
He was also firm in v etoing such men as New York 
Attorney Louis Nizer to be Attorney General, though 
this occurred before Fortas assumed his p csition on 
the bench. 
No Sup reme Court Justice has conferred with the 
Presid ent more than has Fortas, excep t for Justice 
Felix Frankfurter, who was a notorious busybod y in 
running back and forth between the court and the 
White House. 
All of this runs counter to the long history of the 
United States in which the Chief Justice has been 
comp letely ind ep end ent of the White House, 
sometimes at Ic^erhead s with it. 
It began with Chief Justice John Marshall, whom 
Thomas Jefferson d escribed as “a crafty Chief 
Justice who sop histicates the law to his mind by the 
turn of his own reasoning” 
Yet it was John Marshall who p robably more than 
any other man used the Sup reme Court to keep the 
early struggling states from becoming a loose-knit 
fed eration. Had it not been for John Marshall’s 
tough d ecisions and his ind ep end ence of the White 
House, the United States would not be the p owerful 
country it is tod ay. 
The tug-of-war between the court and the White 
House continued und er Abraham Lincoln, who said 
of the Dred Scott Decision that it got the d octrine of 
d emocracy d own “as thin as the homeop athic soup 
mad e by boiling the shad ow of a p igeon that had 
starv ed to d eath” 
On the other hand there was the close and secret 
liaison between Presid ent Buchanan and Justice 
Catron 
of 
Tennessee 
and Justice Grier 
of 
Pennsylv ania by which Buchanan knew in ad v ance 
that the Missouri comp romise was to be held inv alid . 
Among the more recent Chief Justices, Charles 
Ehians Hughes was horrified when Presid ent 
Roosev elt suggested conferences between him and 
the court. 
Perhap s the id eal relationship between the 
Presid ent and the Chief Justice has been that 
between Earl Warren and Lynd on Johnson. They 
maintain friend ly, cord ial relations, but remain 
comp letely aloof where p olicy is concerned . 
In the case of Justice Fortas it is easy to 
und erstand why Lynd on Johnson, hav ing leaned on 
Abe for ad v ice for 30 years, continued to lean on him 
after he went to the Sup reme Court. It was a natural 
relationship and Fortas’s ad v ice on d omestic matters 
was brilliant. The question, howev er, is, fiist, 
whether this was a correct relationship ; and , second , 
whether the ad v ice of a man who knew nothing 
^bout foreign affairs was not d isastrous for the 
American p eop le.

Impossible Slam 
Mad e by Error

As our two great p olitical p arties gather for their national 
conv entions, let us consid er their startling similarity to reli­ 
gious conv ocations and , at times, worship serv ices. (Conv en­ 
tion watching is more of end urance than ed ucation, but so are 
so many church conferences.) 
Since p arty conv entions attract the faithful, (the p rofes­ 
sional, and the loyal worker) their d ev otion and affection for 
the cause has an intensity and ferv or equal to that of religion. 
Instead of a p rofession of faith, the conv ention d elegate 
“p led ges” himself to a cand id ate and p ublicly announces his 
allegiance. Like a churchman, he often comes und er p ressure, 
emerges as a backslid er or for good reasons switches to an­ 
other, more exciting and winning cand id ate. 
Church members know all about this, too. They mov e from 
d enomination to d enomination, struggle with church sp lits, 
argue ov er loyalty to the National Council of Churches. Just 
as p olitical conv entions hav e religious ferv or, so churches 
d ev elop p arty sp irit and p ersonality cults. 
Party conv entions hav e sermons, anthems and p rayers of 
confession. The p rayers of confession are called the p arty 
p latform. Here the group ad mits that it has fallen short and 
p rop oses step s to imp rov e the p arty and the country. The sin 
of segregation, p ov erty and war may be mentioned by more 
d ev out p oliticians. 
Normally, the errors confessed belong to the op p osition and 
this is rep eated with constant sup p ort and “amens” ’ from the 
d elegates. In a p olitical conv ention, like the church, ev il is 
the failure of other human beings. Forgiv eness and right liv ­ 
ing means following the newly ad op ted p latform. 
Anthems are sung throughout the p rogram. The p raise may 
be sung to a p erson (“Hello, Lynd on” ) or to a state (“Cali­ 
fornia, Here I Come” ) or to a bygone era (“Battle Hymn of 
the Rep ublic” ). Hymns of encouragement (“Dixie” ) are sung 
to lost causes and rising blocs sing to their future (“We Shall 
Ov ercome’” ). Although collections are known to exist, a p ub­ 
lic offering has nev er been receiv ed at a p olitical conv ention» 
Money and contributions are d iscreetly hand led in p riv ate. 


The sermon is d eliv ered toward the close of the conv ention. 
Although many sp eeches are mad e, the major ad d ress is 
giv en by the p arty’s p resid ential cand id ate. Like the p reacher, 
he urges his members to settle their d ifferences, close ranks 
and sup p ort the p arty (or church). Sometimes there is sort 
of an altar call at the close, with d efeated riv als stand ing 
around in a smiling embrace. 


The v ictor forgiv es the losers; the losers p led ge eternal 
loyalty and the conv ention watchers wait another four years 
for the next ep isod e. 
Like church, the p olitical conv entions always hav e another 
meeting, a bud get to raise and cand id ates to sup p ort. And 
remember, p olitical p arties, like theological p owers, hav e their 
heretics. Henry Wallace in 194 8 and George Wallace in 1968 
are good examp les. Whereas the church, in bygone d ays, 
would hav e settled this p roblem with the rack and the stake, 
the conv entions hav e been much wiser. They use the ballot 
box.

Of c o ur s e , if South bid s 
hearts along the way, West 
may count up and d ecid e that 
his p artner will hold at least 
four sp ad es, whereup on West 
will throw sp ad es early. 
The new twist is sup p lied 
by British writer Victor Mollo. 
South is a v ery bad , but v ery 
lucky, p layer who reached 
sev en d iamond s as shown in 
the box. 
He carefully won the first 
club with 
d ummy’s 
queen 
and led a d iamond to his ace. 
When East showed out, d e­ 
clarer, 
who could n’t count 
v ery well, d ecid ed to go back 
to d ummy with the ace of 
clubs to finesse the d iamond s. 
He was so intent on this that 
he led d ummy’s jack of d ia­ 
mond s. 
At this p oint, there was no 
way to get to d ummy for the 
three top sp ad es. An ord inary 
p oor p layer would realize this 
and p lay ace and one heart 
to get out for d own one but 
Mollo’s 
man was built of 
sterner 
stuff. 
He 
would n’t 
lose a trick until he had to 
and he ran out all his trump s. 
East threw one sp ad e early 
but West d id not d iscard a 
sp ad e. Ev entually, d eclarer 
p layed his ace of hearts and 
was about to conced e d own 
sev eral when he d iscov ered 
that all his small hearts were 
good and he mad e his grand 
slam!

Q — When I eat my meals, or ev en when I d rink 
fluid s, I get loud rumblings from my stomach. What 
causes this? Can anything be d one to stop it? 
A — The rumblings come from a mixture of gas 
and fluid s, not in your stomach hut in your 
intestines. It is increased by taking laxativ es, eating 
food s that are known gas-formers and the nerv ous 
habit of air swallowing. For comp lete relief you 
must av oid the cause. F’or temp orary relief, a 
d efrothing agent, such as activ ated charcoal, is 
worth a try. Sev eral new d efrothers that contain 
methylp olysiloxane 
are 
av ailable 
but 
their 
effectiv eness has not been conclusiv ely p rov ed . 
Q — I get sev ere chest p ains d uring the night. My 
d octor says they are gas p ains. Why would gas p ains 
p ersist for ov er two years? 
A — They will p ersist ind efinitely unless your 
d octor can find and remov e the cause. 
Q — Is it true that a p erson with a heart cond ition 
should not take baking sod a to cause belching and 
reliev e the gas in her stomach? 
A — Gas in the stomach or intestines may irritate a 
sensitiv e heart by causing p ressure on it. Sod a 
combining with the acid gastric juice would increase 
the amount of gas in the stomach. Conscious efforts 
to belch also increase the gas because they are 
inv ariably 
accomp anied 
by 
air 
swallowing. 
Bicarbonate of sod a is rarely giv en any more becaiBe 
its chief « jse (alkalinizing the stomach contents and 
the blood ) is better serv ed by using other antacid s 
that neither form gas in the stomach nor stimulate a 
rebound p rod uction of acid gastric juice. 
Q — How d oes measles injure the ear? What other 
causes of nerv e d eafness are there? 
A — Mid d le-ear infection (otitis med ia) is a 
common comp lication of measles. If it is not cured 
p romp tly it may extend into the inner ear and cause 
p ermanent d eafness. 
Nerv e d eafness may be caused by other febrile 
d iseases, such as mump s, influenza, scarlet fev er, 
malaria, typ hoid fev er and emningitis. An ov erd ose 
of quinine, salicylates (includ ing asp irin) and 
strep tomycin; exp osure to loud noises and some 
typ es of skull fracture also cause nerv e d eafness.

Q — I teach school and usually take a course or 
two in the summer. Has there been any change in 
the law regard ing the d ed uctibility of these 
exp enses? 
A — No, tax d ed uctions for ed ucation can be taken 
und er the same cond itions this year as they were l» t 
year. 
Briefly, an ed ucational exp ense is d ed uctible if the 
course is required by your emp loyer or is necessary 
to maintain or imp rov e the skills required on your 
p resent job. No d ed uction can be taken for courses 
need ed to meet the minimum requirements of a job 
or to obtain a new job. 
For examp le, the tax laws p ermit a teacher to 
d ed uct the cost of a course taken to maintain hs 
teaching skills but it won’t p ermit a d ed uction for 
courses taken to qualify as a teacher.

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For W days, while the world gave up hope for him, this miner was buried alive 
in a space no higher than a coffin; he prayed for a miracle and now tells how 
“God Saved Me from a Living Death!”

One of the men iva,s fovndering in the raging 
water. “Help me," he cried. Another man went to save him. 


‘‘ T ORD, i t ’s g o i n g to take a 
Xj miracle to get us out of 
this. God, give us a miracle! 
Stop the water from drown­ 
ing us.” 
I fell to my knees, about 4,000 feet 
down a dark, flooded mine tunnel. 
Above me was the scarred, lumpy 
acre or so that is Saxsewell Mine No. 
8 in Hominy Falls, W. Va. Around 
me a ragiiiK river of water thundered 
its way to the air course and the 
conveyor belt, blocking the exits. 
For 10 days, while the world out­ 
side counted me as dead, I was buried 
alive on that spot where I had first 
knelt, a dark space a little higher 
than a coffin. Before I was rescued, 
God had performed not one miracle, 
but many. 
On Monday morning. May 6, 1968, 
I had kissed my wife Nina good-bye 
—twice. I had left for work as usual 
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and then come running back up the 
porch. “Forgot the gas money,” I 
told Nina. I kissed her for the second 
time, smiled, and said, “See you.” 
Fd never said that before. I’d 
seldom had to retrace my steps. I 
remembered that when I was a child 
(before my family was born again as 
Christians) my mother would make 
us sit down for a few minutes before 
starting out again. Otherwise we 
thought it bad luck to double-back. 
At 7 a.m., 26 of us went into the 
mine, including the cursey driver. 
Fifteen men got off to work at one 
section, and the rest of us went on 
to another in a different direction. 
We had to crouch or crawl as we 
worked because of the low ceilings, 
and, as I went back hnd forth, I 
noticed a stream of water about as 
thick as a pencil rushing out. 
It must have been about 9 :30 when 
Renick McClung crawled past me, 


softly singing a hymn. A fine man, I 
remember thinking as he crawled 
by about 15 feet from me. I hope that 
he belonged to the Lord because 
shortly after Renick was dead. 
Minutes later, the mechanical drill 
bit into a wall of coal that our map 
said was 200-feet thick. Instead the 
drill cut through it like paper. 
“Larry, c’mon!” someone shouted. 
“There’s w ater!” 
I started to move out and the shout 
came 
again. 
“Larry, 
c’mon!” 
I 
swiveled in the direction of the voice 
and crawled after it to a slightly 
elevated point. Water roared through 
the hole the drill had made, pushing 
down huge chunks of wall, and raged 
past us. One of the men was floun­ 
dering in it, his cap off, his light out. 
“Help, help me!” he was gasping. 
Another man went after him and 
helped him to safety. 
“Let’s try for the conveyor belt,” 


John Moore, our foreman, shouted. 
“Maybe we can ride it out of here.” 
We waded into the swift water, 
holding tight to the shoring timbers 
to keep from being washed away. 
Once my hand slipped, and I could 
feel the water pulling me with it. 
Finally we reached the belt. To make 
my way farther I grabbed for the 
messenger wire. I received a severe 
electric shock. Everything was hot! 
The water had gotten to a loose end 
of the ground wire. I jerked free of 
the wire and shouted. “Get back, 
we’re into the power. Get back.” I 
turned to retreat and my legs became 
tangled in the loose end of the mes­ 
senger wire. I was shocked again and 
again before I made my way free. 
One of the men got to the belt 
and tried to ride it out, but it 
had been overturned, and it flicked 
him off like a bucking bronc. Our 
exit blocked, we made our way back 
again, hand over hand on the shoring 
timbers through the raging river of 
water, to the high ground. 
There were two rooms, a total of 
some 90 by 140 feet that had not yet 
been flooded. But if the water kept 
rising, a football field would not hold 
enough to keep us from drowning. 
There were just six of us perched 
together above the flood. We had 
only the battery-powered lamps on 
our heads to see by as we peered 
into the darkness. We hoped the 
other four men had escaped by way 
of the conveyor belt. 
i knelt in that space and prayed, 
“Lord, I know you can perform 
miracles. I am asking for one now.” 
In that space too low to stand but 
high enough to kneel and pray, God 
heard me and answered. The rising 
water stopped. 
Two rolls of brattice cloth, a spe­ 
cially treated burlap, lay in one of the 
corners. Working hurriedly, we built 
a barricade with the brattice cloth, 
fastening it to the shoring timbers. 
We knew this barricade couldn’t pro­ 
tect us if the water began to rise 
again, but it would help as an air 
barricade in case poisonous black 
damp (mine gas) threatened us. 
We also made a small tent formed 
by a circle of timbers with the brat­ 
tice fa.stened to it. This tent became

Do Monsters Exist 
in America?

INCE THE dawn of time, con­ 
vincing stories have been told 
about real or mythical monsters. 
Today many people claim there 
are mysterious monsters lurking 
in the U.S. wilderness. 
While few persons give credence to 
these fanciful tales, scientists admit cer­ 
tain strange species of life could have 
survived in isolated areas. 
There are definite patterns to the 
stream of “monster" reports over the 
past two decades. These include: 
Sasquash or Big Foot: This creature 
is described as a two-footed mammal that 
walks upright and is believed to be a 
species between man and ape. Seven to 
ten feet in height, the creature weighs 
between 400 and 900 pounds. Except for 
the feet, hands, and nose, the monster is 
covered by one-inch-long reddish black 
hair. It has been sighted on more than 
600 occasions in California, Washington, 
Idaho, Oregon, Canada, and Alaska. 
At 3:30 p.m. on Oct. 20, 1967, “mon­ 
ster hunters” Roger Patterson and Bob 
Gimlim were searching the great forest 
northwest of Eureka, Calif., when sud­ 
denly they sighted a strange, fur-cov­ 
ered beast walking upright through the 
timber. Patterson grabbed his movie 
camera and zoomed in on the beast as it 
scurried away. The result is a highly con­ 
troversial strip of 16 mm. color film. 
Scientist Ivan T. Sanderson, author of 
“Snowman—Legend Come to Life,” ar­ 
ranged for several distinguished scien­ 
tists to view the film in Washington, 
B.C. A biologist from the Smithsonian 
Institution “observed nothing to point di­ 
rectly to a hoax.” Another scientist spec­ 
ulated that hairy, humanlike creatures 
possibly could have migrated from Asia 
to America, thus giving rise to the spec­ 
ulation that the Sasquash is a relative 
of the “Yeti” (“Abominable Snowman” )

Florida's 
Abominable 
Sandman: 
Residents of Holopaw, Fla., locked their 
doors and oiled their guns last year when 
a midget version of the Sasquash in­ 
vaded the state. Something described as 
“five-feet tall, covered with hair, and 
twice as broad as a man” raided garbage 
cans, plundered homes, and frightened 
dogs and livestock. When the community 
settled down, no one was ever sure 
whether it was a bear or a real monster. 
In 1946 a similar apelike creature 
killed livestock and destroyed property 
around Coatesville and Lebanon, Pa. 
Terrified farmers hired a professional 
hunter to track the beast which “.screamed 
like a baby.” Elusive as ever, the crea­ 
ture disappeared into obscurity. 
Lake Monsters: Since 1933, Scotland’s 
Loch Ness monster has been a topic of 
conversation among monster lovers. Less 
publicized are similar creatures sighted 
in North American waters. 
A Lyons Falls, N.Y., fisherman was 
astonished a few years ago to see a “15- 
foot something” rise out of the Black 
River. The dark brown monster had a 
round, tapered body and “eyes that stood 
out like silver dollars!” 
Flathead Lake, Mont., and Payette 
Lake, Idaho, contain long-necked “Loch 
Ness” monsters. Local newspapers fre­ 
quently report sightings by dozens of 
witnesses. The long-neckers “have a cow­ 
like head on a long, slender neck. There 
are humps on their backs, and they travel 
with an up and down motion.” 
Oscar, the friendly mon.ster in Big 
Pine Lake, Minn., has surfaced to stare 
quietly at boaters on the lake. Few fish­ 
ermen have tried to lure him, though. 
Scientists pay little attention to the 
sightings, but eyewitnesses strongly be­ 
lieve “there is something in our lakes.” 
The Mam m oth Mothman: “I am a 
hard guy to scare, but I was for getting 
out of there,” Roger Scarberry told po­ 
lice in Point Pleasant, W. Va. He said his 
car was chased by a flying monster on 
the night of Nov. 16, 1966. 
Scarberry, his wife, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Steve Mallette all said “the bird was 
about six-feet tall, gray-colored, with 
two-inch eyes that glowed in the dark.” 
The “thing” chased their speeding car 
for several miles. It was named the 
“Mammoth Mothman.” 
What can we believe about monsters? 
Repeated sightings indicate there may 
be “something” out in the boondocks. Un­ 
til someone hauls a monster into a news 
conference, however, we can only main­ 
tain an open—but skeptical—mind.

10 Ways to Keep 
Your Home Safe from Burglars 


An American home is robbed every 28 seconds; it needn’t be yours, says this former Federal 
agent, if you take some basic precautions

Author of "H o w to Avoid Burglary, Housebreaking, and Other Crimes' 


“ W J E NEVER lock our 
VV doors/' your mother 
used to boast. '‘This is a 
town where we can trust our 
neighbors." 
Perhaps you still like to think of 
yourself as living in one of those 
Utopias where every house is wide 
open, nothing locked because every­ 
body in town is honest. Yet, as the 
crime rate rockets upward, even 
you need to be on the alert. 
You can still trust your neigh­ 
bors, but what about the stranger 
who drives through at 10 o’clock on 
Sunday morning, when most of the 
townspeople are in church? Before 
the service is over, he has time to 
rob three or four houses and then 
speed off to Detroit or Chicago, 
where he spreads the word of the 
“easy pickings” in your town. 
As F.B.I. director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver recently reported, arrests for 
burglary increased in a single year 
by 9 percent in rural areas and 8.3 
percent in suburban areas. Bur­ 
glars now visit American homes at 
the rate of once every 28 seconds. 
Here, then, are some ways to stop 
them at your own doorstep. 
1. Your Front Door: If you’re 
like most people, this is the most 
secure portion of your house. It 
probably has at least one good lock 
and possibly a chain. If you’re ex­ 
tra careful, it may have an addi­ 
tional lock that can be operated 
only from the inside. Those metal 
strips you may have installed to 
keep out the wintry winds also help 
keep out unwelcome visitors. The 
outdoor light fixture that says wel­ 
come to honest people is another 
naysayer to burglars. 
2. The Neglected Back Door: 
This is usually the first entrance 
a burglar will try. The first thing 
to check is how solid the door is. 
Can it be moved, pushed, or jarred 
sufficiently away from its encase­ 
ment so that whatever bolts or 
latches you have are holding onti 
thin air? You may need new hinges 
or wood stripping to clo.se up that 


space between door and frame. 
Many back doors have windows 
which a burglar can break and then 
reach through to unlatch the door. 
At least one of your locks should 
be out of such handy reach. 
3. Your Windows: A burglar is 
unlikely to try to crash in through 
your large picture window; the rea­ 
son is simply that the bigger the 
glass he breaks, the bigger the 
noise he makes. If you have sliding 
glass doors, though, many police 
chiefs suggest putting pieces of 
wood in the tracks so that, if any­ 
one tries to jimmy the doors, they 
can’t be slid open. 
The burglar’s choice is a small 
basement or rear window where he 
can enter with less noise and less 
chance of being seen. Your first 
step is to check that the windows 
are solidly installed so they can’t 
simply be pushed in. For the base­ 
ment window, where looks don’t 
count, one or two steel bars is a 
good idea. For other windows, the 
traditional sash lock, in which one 
half-moon piece of steel engages an­ 
other, is an effective device—pro­ 
vided the two pieces are completely 
joined. In summer, when you may 
want to keep your windows ajar, 
there are bolts you can buy for 50 
cents or so that will keep an in­ 
truder from opening them any 
farther. 
4. How M any Locks? One lonely 
lock on a door, no m atter how good 
it is, is just not enough. Two or 
three locking devices seem reason­ 
able for just about any situation; 
more than that can mean that it 
will be too difficult for you to get 
out in case of fire. 
You don’t want to build either a 
firetrap or a fortress. What you do 
want to do is make it so difficult for 
a burglar to enter your house that 
he will go elsewhere. 
In my opinion, the best lock you 
can buy is the magnetic one that 
has just come on the market. It 
cannot be “picked” ; only your key, 
with magnets to match the ones in 
the tumblers, will open it. A “dead 


bolt” lock makes an excellent night 
latch, too. 
The time-tested chain is a good 
security device but not if it is hung 
in the traditional way, with the 
slide parallel to the chain. Instead, 
you should mount the slide just 
above and at a slant toward the 
chain mounting. For temporary 
safety on a back door, turn what­ 
ever key you now have as far is it 
will go, then insert a wire hanger 
hook through the hole of the key 
(or key ring) and hook the hanger 
over the doorknob. 
5. Don't Advertise: When a bur­ 
glar “cases” your block, he is shop­ 
ping for the biggest possible haul. 
He looks for the only house with a 
swimming pool or a large compres­ 
sor unit for air conditioning, the 
expensive toys rusting in the yard 
because nobody cares, the objet's 
d’art prominently displayed in sev­ 
eral windows facing the street. In 
a less-wealthy neighborhood, he 
looks for the only garage on the 
block or for the only lawn that 
shows its owner could afford a five- ' 
dollar bag of fertilizer. 
If you look like the richest house 
on the block, you’re likely to be his 
target for tonight. This doesn’t 
mean you have to present a shabby 
exterior. It does mean that a few 
strategically placed bushes might 
shield your pool or air conditioner 
from casual street view. It doesn’t 
mean you have to closet your trea­ 
sures, but it does mean that you 
needn’t put the most expensive ones 
in the window. 
6. Don't Admit Strangers: The 
fewer people you admit to your 
house, the fewer chances you take 
of being burglarized. Meet delivery 
men at the door and have your mon­ 
ey ready for them. Talk to that 
magazine salesman on the doorstep. 
If it’s a repairman, he must, of 
course, come inside. But you should 
accompany him without seeming 
rude or suspicious. A friendly, “Let 
me show you where the light switch 
is,” will do. 
It’s highly unlikely that any of 


the people who come to your house 
on legitimate business will bur­ 
glarize it. But the delivery boy will 
join his buddies that night at the 
local hangout. In all innocence, he 
may say, “Boy, you should see what 
they have at the Smith’s house!” 
Overhearing him may be a young 
boy who will then commit his first 
crime. Or it may be a professional 
who senses ripe pickings. 
7. W orld's Best Burglar Alarm: 
In keeping your house safe, your 
dog is truly your best friend. He 
doesn’t have to be school-trained, 
a pedigree, or a man-biter. He does 
have to bark loudly when strangers 
approach—to warn you if you’re at 
home, to scare off a burglar with 
his noise if you’re not. 
Especially at night, you should 
keep your dog inside the building 
he’s supposed to protect and give 
him free run of the house, if possi­ 
ble. If he’s outside, a rag drenched 
with the scent of another dog may 
distract him or some form of poi­ 
son may silence your pet forever. 
8. On Vocation: If you’re going 
to be away, your house should not 
advertise the fact. While you’re 
gone, its outward appearance should 
be the same. If your shades are not 
normally drawn all day, you should 
not leave them closed now. If it’s 
an extended vacation, you should 
arrange to have the grass cut or 
the snow shoveled, so the house 
doesn’t look deserted. 
Don’t do too much to the inside, 
either. If dust covers can be seen 
through the windows, then your ab­ 
sence is established. The old trick 
of leaving a light burning constant­ 
ly while you’re gone doesn’t fool 
the burglars any more, but an auto­ 
matic tim er—or a friendly neigh­ 
bor—to switch the light off during 
the day may make him think some­ 
body’s at home. 
9. W ho to Tell: Again, don’t tell 
too many people about your vaca­ 
tion. Don’t tell the painter he must 
hurry and finish today because 
you’re leaving tomorrow. He may 
mention it casually to others—and 
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unfriendly ears may be listening. 
Do furnish your local police with 
a “Vacant Prem ises Report.” In 
most towns, this will get you free 
periodic inspection by the officer on 
the beat or a cruising squad car. 
10. Burglar in the House: What 
happens if, after all your precau­ 
tions, you awake one night to hear 
the sound of a burglar downstairs? 
If you’re a woman, the first thing 
to do is to lock your bedroom door. 
Then call the police. You should 
have, taped to your phone, the num­ 
ber of the nearest precinct. 
Another handy thing to have is 
a whistle. Open the window and 
start blowing it as loud as you can. 
If you were a burglar, wouldn't 
that noise start you running? 
Some people have a sw itch in 
their bedroom by which they can 
turn on the outdoor lights. If you 
do, by all means, flip it now. The 
sudden lights, like the sudden noise, 
will send most thieves packing. 
If you’re a man, this becomes an 
individual decision. You should call 
the police first. Then, if you have 
a handy weapon, you may feel you 
want to go down and defend your 
castle. Remember, though, that you 
never know what you’re going to 
find. The burglar may be armed; he 
may be so crazed with drugs that 
he will do something desperate. 
You also may be living in one of 
those states that have laws lim it­ 
ing the force you may use— even 
to protect your own home. 
My own advice would be: don’t 
try to be a hero. ♦

When Yvette makes up her 
mind to do something, it’s final.” 
Her recent jaunt to remote 
Easter Island is a good example. 
Yvette read that eight archeolo- 
gists and their wives were going 
to the island, some 2,350 miles off 
the coast of Chile, and wrote to 
them asking whether she could go 
along—at her own expense, and 
they agreed to take her with them. 
When she called her business man­ 
ager to inform him that she would 
‘‘be away for a while,” he de­ 
manded that she call it off, but 
Yvette had made up her mind to 
go—and did. 
In a way, Yvette has a contra­ 
dictory outlook on life. On one 
hand, she has an intense desire 
to participate, to become totally 
involved. On the other, she refuses 
to be a “joiner.” 
Although she and her brother 
Eddie live in Beverly Hills, Yvette 
prefers to live alone. She likes to 
feel that she doesn’t need people, 
but she doesn’t like to be shut out 
from the world, either. 
How involved Yvette gets was 
evident when she made the film, 
‘‘Monkeys Go Home.” She be­ 
came fascinated by the way the 
film’s animal trainer worked and 
inquired whether she could learn 
to train animals, too. Later he 
gave her a baby jaguar—which 
grew into a 260-pound beast. Al­ 
though her neighbors are not hap­ 
py over it, Yvette insists, “Zazi is 
as gentle as a kitten.”

Yvette’s lack of fear shows up 
in every aspect of her life. A few 
months ago she became interested

in flying and wrangled an intro­ 
duction to Col. Ralph Maglione of 
the famed “Thunderbirds,” who in­ 
vited her to participate in a close- 
formation flight. She now is in the 
process of getting her pilot’s 
license, then intends to take up 
sky-diving “to see how it feels 
to fly without wings.” 
Not that Yvette is a daredevil 
or foolhardy, she merely trusts 
her own judgment above all oth­ 
ers. In many ways, she relies on 
herself too much. This dates back 
to her early school days when her 
father, French artist René Mi­ 
mieux, and her mother, Mexican- 
born Carmen Montemayor, were 
faced with financial difficulty. 
Yvette wore the same carefully 
laundered dress to school every 
day, causing schoolmates to tease 
her mercilessly.

our home. We found some rubber 
belting and then some sheet metal to 
Diake a floor. It helped keep off the 
dampness, although it bruised our 
bones as we sat or lay on it. 
The six of us crawled into the tent, 
wondering how long we would be 
there. We didn’t know then that the 
water had flooded other points even 
higher than the one we perched on. 
Yet it stopped at the point where I 
had prayed. 
''It'll be three or four days before 
we can expect any help,” John Moore 
said. He began to take stock of our 
few supplies. 
At the first cry of “Water,” God 
told me—get your lunch bucket! I 
'thought, I don’t need it. It will only 
slow me down. 
Now that lunch bucket would help 
to save the lives of six men. As we 
huddled in our tent, we had three 
lunch buckets among us. But one was 
too soaked to be salvaged. In my 
lunch bucket and the other, we found 
four small sandwiches, three candy 
bars, thermoses of milk, coffee, and 
some water. We ate a small portion 
of our meager food. 
At that first rush of water, I feel 
certain most of the men thought. 
This is it—ive've had it. Now we 
clung together, and I said, “It is in 
the hands of God. We are up against 
something men can’t handle, and so 
it is up to Him.” 
We heard a noise we thought was 
one of the doomed men moaning and 
calling out in his last agony, but 
there was no way to reach him. There 


was nothing to do now but pray and 
wait. We spoke the Lord’s Prayer 
together, but mostly we sat quietly, 
each with his own thoughts. 
On the second day we shared an­ 
other of the sandwiches and a candy 
bar. We sat in darkness most of the 
time to conserve our lights. The day 
passed by and then another. We knew 
it would take time for help to come. 
Still as we listened, we could hear no 
signs that it was on the way. 
On approximately the fourth day 
we heard sounds of drilling. One of 
the men wept. Perhaps, as we sat 
there in the darkness, all the men 
wept. After a while, the drilling sound 
stopped. We ate the last of our 
food that day. After that glimmer of 
false hope, some of the men came 
close to giving up. 
By the fifth day, food was gone 
and hope was going. We drew some 
of the mine water to drink; it was 
all we had now to keep alive on, and 
each time we drew it, we blessed it be­ 
fore we drank. We prayed over it as 
you would over food, thanking God for 
this nourishment for our bodies and 
asking His protection against the 
typhus and dysentery that might lurk 
in it. It came from an underground 
feeder stream, and, after settling, 
tasted fresh and clear. 
Crouching in that damp, dark pit, 
I prayed to see the trees, to hear the 
birds, to see the grass grow again. 
On Sunday, the sixth day of our 
entombment, we heard drilling again. 
Unknown to us, the 15 men in the 
other crew had been found and 


brought up to daylight. We had long 
been given up for dead, and they 
were just searching for our bodies. 
We checked the water and found 
it had risen a couple of inches. But 
on the seventh day, the water began 
to recede, little by little. The rescue 
teams had put a pump in. The next 
day our tomb reverberated to three 
dynamite blasts. “They’re trying to 
reach us,” we told each other. We 
also heard from the hole that was 
drilled a shout of “Hello” ! 
We 
shouted hello back but received no 
answer. I then vowed that the next 
“hello” I heard, I would answer 
with “Praise God.” 
We knew the miners’ code: the 
search would go on until everyone 
had been found—dead or alive. 
Enough water had been pumped 
out now so that we could reach the 
air course and try to crawl through 
it—perhaps to freedom. It was up­ 
hill, but when we reached the first 
swag, we saw that it was flooded. 
No good. The air in there was heavy 
with carbon monoxide, and we were 
gasping for breath as we crawled 
slowly back. 
The water ebbed, but so did our 
strength. I looked at the men about 
me and pondered God’s plan. Which 
of us would come out alive from this 
black grave? I felt that my work for 
God wasn’t finished and that, some­ 
how, He would deliver me. I prayed 
that He might deliver us all. 
On the ninth day, John Moore and 
another man struck out to try to 
reach the phone. A little while later 
we heard an agonized cry—like some­ 
body weeping. Two of the men got 
their lights and went to help. 
When they got back, John gasped 
out what had happened. He crossed 
the conveyor belt to where the phone 
was supposed to be, but all had been 
washed away. He then made his way 
back to the belt, and, as he crossed 
the belt, he almost put his hand on 
the body of one of the dead men. 
We prayed together and then, 
huddling close to keep each other 
warm, we pulled the brattice cloth 
over us and tried to sleep. I lay awake 
that night thinking of God. 
“Our Father who art in heaven 
. . . ” I prayed now from my under­ 
ground coffin. 
. . Thy will be done 
. . .,” I said. 
Suddenly, there was a shout, “Hell- 
0000 down there!” 
It was two in the morning of the 
tenth day. “Praise God!” I shouted 


back. I kept my vow. “Praise God!” 
“Praise God!” 
It took only minutes after that for 
our rescuers to reach us, to raise the 
opening of our tent and stare in joy 
and amazement at us. 
The six of us had had four sand­ 
wiches to keep us alive for 10 days, 
but we crawled out of that mine on 
our own power. It was 4 a.m. when 
all of us were out. Four of us joined 
hands and said a prayer. 
“Thank you, God,” I said. “We will 
always praise You because You have 
delivered us from a living death. We 
know it was You, Lord, who kept us 
alive and have delivered us.” 
Only then did I let them take me 
in an ambulance to the hospital. The 
doctors 
who 
examined 
us 
were 
amazed. “The six of them seemed in 
better shape than the other 15 who 
had been trapped half the time,” 
stated one doctor. 
“Larry Lynch was the only Chris­ 
tian who went down there,” one of 
the miners said. “But six came out 
Christians. Larry gave us hope. He 
gave us faith.” 
If that is true, it is the work God 
meant for me to do. He delivered me 
so that I might testify to His mir­ 
acles to all whom I can reach. 
My grandfather was killed in the 
mines; my father has been a miner 
for 28 years and will keep going 
down into the bowels of the earth

as long as he is able. By the time 
you read this. I, too, will have gone 
back into the mines. I know it is 
dangerous, but I am not afraid. I 
would be weak of faith if I thought 
that, having saved me once, God 
would not protect me again. 
That first night in the hospital I 
heard the wind rustling in the trees, 
the croaking of frogs. The next 
morning the song of a peeper greet­ 
ed me. “Thank You, dear God,” I 
whispered. “Thank You.” <#

You Can Be “Fat 


and Healthy! 


A little bit of overweight doesn't 
hurt anyone, says this physician—in fact, 
it m a y be just what the doctor ordered

pa'I’HETIC young woman 
in a state of deep depres­ 
sion over what she called a 
“weight problem“ phoned my 
office recently. 
I have talked to thousands of such 
persons in my 40 years of medical 
practice, the great majority of them 
in the last 10 years. It is in that 
time that our great country has be­ 
come so weight-conscious. 
In her 30s and attractive, with a 
successful husband and three active 
children, Mrs. G. was what I call a 
“diet-sick” person. She had made 
her life and the lives of her family 
miserable because of a false idea she 
had about overweight. 
She weighed 135 pounds (on a me­ 
dium frame of five feet, five inches), 
but she thought she should weigh 
115. To get her weight down, Mrs. 
G. often had half-starved herself on 
different diets. 
When she was on one, almost 
every waking hour revolved around 
avoiding food and curbing her ap­ 
petite. And when she went off the 
diet and satisfied her craving for 
food, she felt guilty and depressed. 
She had finally become so dis­ 
traught that when she came to me, 
she also was seeing a psychiatrist. 
Mrs. G. was plagued by a feeling of 
worthlessness because she was “fat” 
and didn’t “ have the will power” to 
become thin. 
What I told Mrs. G., after giving 
her a thorough physical examination, 
shocked her. / simply said that she 
should not lose a single pound. 
Why? Because Mrs. G., like mil­ 
lions of other Americans, was “pleas­ 
ingly plump.” And, though plump 
has become a dirty word nowadays, 
more and more doctors are conclud­ 
ing that a little bit of overweight 
can often be a good thing—in fact, 
it may not be overweight at all. 
Dr. William Sheldon’s classifica­ 
tion of body “ types”—the thin, ner­ 
vous ectomorph, the muscular, active 


mesomorph, and the heavy, gregari­ 
ous 
endomorph—has 
been 
talked 
about too much and applied too lit­ 
tle. It has become a parlor game 
whereby we figure out a personality 
from physique. 
But what we should have learned 
from Dr. Sheldon’s categories is that 
many Americans are not meant to 
be slim. Nature designed them to be 
plump. If they try to conform to the 
models in the fashion magazines, 
they will be fighting a losing battle. 
And if by any chance they “ win” the 
battle, they may find themselves 
much worse off than when they were 
heavy. They may be irritable from 
nearly con.stant hunger and have a 
lower resistance to disease. 
Dr. C. W. Dupertuis of Cleveland’s 
Western Reserve University has been 
studying body types for more than 
30 years, and he feels that most 
women basically are endomorphs. 
For them, “obesity is a natural 
thing,” says Dr. Dupertuis. His re­ 
search has made him believe strong­ 
ly that reducing can be a big mis­ 
take—and slenderness even worse. 
But Mrs. G. and a great many 
others are not endomorphs. They are 
a combination of the three types. 
For them, too, there are assets in 
“ overweight”—physical, mental, and 
sexual advantages. 
First, food makes us happy and 
healthy. In our fast-paced, high- 
pressured society, sitting down to an 
enjoyable meal is a pleasure we 
should not underestimate. The hu­ 
man psyche needs pleasure. If we 
continually pass up food as a source 
of gratification, sooner or later we 
will find other sources—sources that 
do more harm than good. 
Another important fact, of course, 
is that by eating a little more rather 
than a lot less, you improve your 
chances of getting all the nutritional 
elements you need. I personally have 
never seen a heavy patient with mal­ 
nutrition, but I’ve seen many a diet­ 
er with deficiencies. 
I’m not suggesting that you try to 


be fat. Like every doctor. I’m against 
obesity or gross overweight, since it 
carries definite health risk.s—heart 
disease, diabetes, atherosclerosis, for 
example. So if you are the kind of 
person who can eat three good meals 
a day with a couple of snacks in be­ 
tween and still stay slim, I .say fine\ 
But I also say that you will be in 
the minority. The vast majority of 
us gain 10 or 20 pounds as the years 
pass. And, no matter what we have 
been brainwashed to think, tho.se 
few extra pounds don’t make us one 
bit less healthy. 
I know that in my own practice 
and those of many physicians I have 
known over the years, mild over­ 
weight has not turned out to be a 
health hazard. But dieting often has 
—even a balanced, nutritious diet! 
Why? Because by dieting you are 
trying to achieve an unnatural weight 
for your body type and life situa­ 
tion. You know that you won’t be 
able to attain the weight you want 
and then stay there with normal eat­ 
ing. What you will do is what al­ 
most every dieter does: go up and 
down, up and down—often with a 
series of dangerous medications. 
This is not healthy. I can assure 
you that such a roller-coaster ride 
year after year is much more wear­ 
ing on your system than a moderate 
amount of overweight could possibly 
be. As Dr. Dupertuis states, “ It 
changes the whole body chemistry.” 
Then, too, are you really more at­ 
tractive as a slender man or woman? 
It has been my experience with pa­ 
tient after patient that sexual ad­ 
justment 
is 
much 
better 
among 
plump people than in their slim sis­ 
ters and brothers. 
I know that Mrs. G. and her hus­ 
band were both much happier once 
I convinced her to do what healthy 
and attractive people from Winston 
Churchill to Elizabeth Taylor to 
Jack Nicklaus have done: be a little 
“overweight” and enjoy it. 
What worked for them can work 
for you.
